Mr. C^flgg of this office has advised that on April 
20 and 21, i?27, he was at Eldorado, Kansas, on official business 
and that while there Sheriff E. E. HcKnight and Assistant County 
Attorney V/. M. Calkins, both residing in Eldorado, Kansas, re- 
ported to him a matter, the substance of -//hich is as follows: 

That on or about April 19, 1927, Mr. X. (real name not 
now remembered) of Eldorado, Kansas, had killed his v/ife and 
then had committed suicide, and information at hand led the 
complainants to believe that :ir. X. had become involved, probably 
innocently, in handling some stolen government bonds ♦ The stolen 
bonds were believed to have been secured as a result of a bank 
robbery committed by several bandits, some of whom are now serving 
sentences in state institutions, and others in the Leavenworth 
Prison. The complainants believed that other guilty parties had 
handled the bonds, probably assisting the bandits in their con- 
cealment. These other alleged guilty parties were; Charles 
Edwards, Hugh ?• Ti&rkay, Jack ?,iarkey, anc. Dan CHwson, all 
residents of neighboring tovms and communities near Eldorado, 
Kansas. 

The stolen bonds were believed to have finally reached 
Kansas City, where they were handled by a ring of crooks. In 
some manner some of the bonds were distributed to an innocent 
purchaser in Wichita, Kansas, and Mr. X. probably acted as a 
broker in the sale of these bonds. Mr. X. later learned that 
tlie bonds were stolen property and was very much worried for 
fear he would become criminally liable in the matter* It was 
believed by the complainants that Edwards, Claws on and the 
Markey Brothers had played upon the fears of Ztr. X. and with 
the aid of some unidentified person, who represented, himself 
as a Federal Agent, had induced Mr. X. to pay a large sum 
in order to escape prosecution. Mr. X, made AvISg staterMgjtffilr 
to his physician, his nurse, anc; probably others, indicating 
the above facts were true. — V"^ 1 ^ V

Mr# Clegg advises further that mo further invest igat ion 
was made at this time for the reasons that he desired advice 
as to how much of the alcove complaint should receive investi- 
gative attention by the Bureau* and further "because the 
principal witness, the daughter of Mr. X«, w.;is not in a 
condition to be. interviewed on account of the shock caused 
by the death of her parents, who at the time the complaint 
was made had not yet b^en interred- 

I am further informed by T!r* Clegg that the facts were 
first orally outlined to Mr* Cole, Special Agent in Charge, 
who was of the opinion that the bank robbery and the handling 
of the Government bonds were not matters under the investi- 
gative jurisdiction of the i*ureau; that the matter involving 
a probable impersonation or bribery was not discussed at the 
time, but that all the facts in great detail were set out 
in a memorandum for the Special Agent in Charge* This 
memorandum was dictated to Hiss Campbell, a former stenographer 
in the Kansas City office, between the dates of April E5th 
and April *:3th, 1927. On April 28th Agent Clegg departed 
for IJorth Carolina as a witness, in accordance with the 
Director's instructions, and returned to Kansas City on !.?ay 
18, 1927, receiving notice of transfer, and on May 2oth 
he departed for Kew York City for assignment, without Knov/ing 
what disposition had been made of the memorandum. 

In September when llr. Clegg was in Kansas City, he 
states, tint he made inquiry about the results of the case 
:ind failed to find a record of it in your office, after which 
he mace inquiry anc learned from Hiss Campbell that she 
remembered the memorandum, due to the tragedy reporter therein, 
and she claimed that it had been typed and delivered to the 
Agent in Charge . 

Agent lIoKerney has advised ;ir. Clegg that the Sheriff 
at lildorado, Kansas, had recently made inquiry about the dis- 
position of the case, anc. as to what further action was con- 
templated by the bureau in handling the matter.

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter dated December 9th 
relating to an inquiry received "by the Bureau from Sheriff McKhight, 
Eldorado, Kansas as to the disposition of a case reported "by him to 
agent Clegg on or about April 20, 1927, while agent Clegg was making 
some investigation at Eldorado. In response to your request to 
advise the Bureau if I have any recollection as to the disposition 
of a memorandum on this subject dictated "by agent Clegg, I will state: 

I have made every effort to recall this matter and to sweef) 
from my mind intervening events and do recall agent Clegg talking with 
me about this matter. As I recall the circumstance, when I talked 
with agent Clegg about this it was my judgment in which I think agent 
Clegg concurred that the Bureau could not properly make an investi- 
gation of the alleged theft and subsequent fraudulent handling of the 
"bonds as that was within the purview of the duties of State authorities. 
As the offense which was alleged to have "been committed had occurred 
some years previously and due to the lapse of time, there did not 
appear to he any very concrete facts upon which to "base an investi- 
gation of alleged impersonation or bribery • It is rr^y indistinct 
recollection it was not thought by myself, and in this I think that 
agent Clegg shared my view, that the matters complained of could be 
successfully gone into without some further information. This, however, 
is an indistinct recollection about the particular facts or statements 
that the Sheriff may have given to agent Clegg« 

In your letter you say further information in the Bureau files 
relating to this matter indicates that sometime between April 25 and 
April 28, 1927 agent Clegg dictated a memorandum setting forth the 
details of this complaint. If you will be good enough to give me the 
benefit of this further information in the Bureau files it may be that 
I would then be able, better and more clearly, to recall exactly what 
the facts were that agent Clegg discussed with me. As agent Clegg 
states that he did dictate a memorandum about the matter, I have no 
doubt that such was the case but I do not have any recollection of 
seeing this memorandum if it was ever typed out. Had this come to my

desk I should have given it appropriate attention and even though in 
such case no investigation had "been started, the memorandum would, 
in due course, have been iturned over to the filing clerk to be 
placed in the miscellaneous file. 

May I suggest that inquiry be made of agent Clegg to 
ascertain what his recollection is as to which stenographer he 
dictated this' memorandum, and thereby it might become possible to 
discover whether the memorandum was ever typewritten. 

I now expect to be in Washington the latter part of 
next week and at that time will call upon the writer of your 
letter of December 9th, with the hope that some further light may 
be brought upon this subject by that time.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR: 



1929 



Mr* Seyfarth 1 advised me that sometime in 
March, 1929, a number of files were charged to me and that eight 
of the files so charged on that occasion are now misplaced and 
the charges against me are still pending* An examination of the 
title of the eight cases involved indicates that they are 
impersonation matters and that they are among a large number of 
cases which apparently had "been neglected by the New York City 
Office, as shown hy the February, 1929, Administrative Report. 
It has heretofore been my custom to call for all files neglected 
by an office, at one time and after they have been examined, I 
return them to the file room or transfer them to another 
Supervisor interested in the case. It appears that these eight 
cases were solely impersonation matters and not likely to have 
been transferred in the regular manner to another Supervisor* 

I have no independent recollection of the files 
in question, and have no information as to their whereabouts* 

Mr. Seyfarth advisad me that it is his belief 
that these eight files, held together by a rubber-band, were re- 
turned to the file room and that they have probably been misf il6d 
together, without the rubber-band having been removed* This is 
purely a matter of speculation on Mr. Seyfarth 1 s part. 

This matter is being called to your attention, 
in order to inform you that I have ho knowledge whatsoever as to 
the whereabouts of these files*

Heference is made to inspectio^^eport of Inspector Keith, relating 
to the recent inspection of the Washington Field Office. In connection 
with file #49-155 - E. F. Neman - NATIONAL BAK2RUPTCY ACT, you are 
advised that Special Agent Hardy has returned the file to the cl ief 
cleric, and it has been placed in its proper place in the files of this 
office. Agent H&rdy, on the night preceding the unsuccessful effort to 
locate the file in question, took the file from the envelope where he 
had placed it, and took the file to his residence in order that he 
might organize the information which he had obtained fluring his investi- 
gation, preparatory to dictating a report. 

Agent Harclyr.has been engaged upon the investi^ttion relating to the 
homicide wherein I'iss Mary Baker was the victim, and has had but little 
opportunity to dictate his report heretofore. Agent Hardy did not, 
however, inform me that he was taking the file to his residence, and it 
is a custom in this office for files retained by the agents overnight, 
to be placed in an envelope and locked in a filing cabinet in the chief 
clerk's office. 

Agent Eardy states that he inadvertently failed to call my atten- 
tion to the facv that he was rmoving the file and taking it to his 
residence for study over the week-end. Under the circumstances, I would 
have f'iven Agent Hardy such permission, and this would have eliminated 
the lengthy and unsuccessful search for the file in the Washington Field 
Office while it was at Agent I-ardy*s residence. This matter has been 
called to Agent Hardy's attention and he admits his error in this 
instance. He was instructed to immediately get possession of the file 
and return it to the chief clerk for filing. Agent Hardy complied with 
the instructions immediately after they had been given.
